Camp Merritt, N. J. 
Dear Homefolks: — 
This i 4 Sunday morning and I am 
feeling fine. 
We had some trip of it. 
Left last Sunday night at 8 o ’clock 
and got in here Friday night. We were 
going day and night too. 
We stopped 
about an hour a day to take exercise. 
We stopped at .* amt* towns and rn ardu d 
rip and down the streets. 
It was rain­ 
ing all the time we were on our trip. 
They fixed us u p good before we left. 
Vie had sleepers all the way and a 
negro janitor to do our cleaning up.

This is seven mites from New 
York.

, York Bay. 
We got a good view of it.

; We crossed the Potamac river just be­ 
fore we came into Washington, D. C. 
Delia, wre cam e aroon I and about a 
quarter of a mile from the city, we 
I w ent under it. 
The tunnel goes under 
J the Capitol. 
I saw the place in th's 
! tunnel where President Wilson drives 
up in his special car arid steps into an 
elevator which conveys him up into the 
I Capitol. 
I wish to goodnes we could 
have come through in the day time.

I one mile from the city and went in un­ 
der it. 
This tunnel was 9 miles long.
